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THE COURTS. 


Opinions Delivered by the Circuit Judges 
This Morning. 


Several Interesting Cases Dis- 
posed of. 


The Legal Effects of a Dissolved Firm. 

Martin Claybaugh & Co. vs. Robert Marks 
was decided by Judge Wickham this morn- 
ing. The case came before the court on a plea 
to its jurisdiction and an agreed statement of 
facts. The firm resided and transacted busi- 
ness in Chicago, where the debt, the cause of 
the present action, was contracggd. The firm 
was dissolved in 1876, and about that time one 
of the partners—David Tiedmaner—removed 
to St. Louis. The defendant isa resident of 


Boonville, Mo. Theamounts due the firm 
were to be collected and divided among the 
members. Underthe Missouri Statute the 
suit must be brought, where the defendant is 
a resident of the State, either in the county 
where the plaintiff resides, or where the 
plaintiff may be found. The Court stated 
that the only question to be determined was, 
does the plaintiffreside in this city? Phere 
is no adjudicted case on this point, and the 
Court is compelled to decide it on principle. 
The firm 1s dissolved, and, therefore, has no 
domicile or localization. The members 
are scattered. The account sued on belongs 
tothe firm and to each member, wherever 
they may be. Each member is authorized to 
represent the firm and collect the assets. 
One — lives here and has as much right 
to collect the assets as the other members. 
The Court overruled the plea to jurisdiction 
and the defendant was ordered to file answer 
to the petition. 


Rent of the Theatre Comique. 

In the case of Simmons, administrator of 
Fales, versus J. G. Priest, involving the rent 
of the Theatre Comique, Judge Thayer gave 
the following decision this morning: ‘All 
parts of a deed of trust must be considered 
for the purpose of ascertaining the intent of 
the parties thereto. When all parts of the 
instrument are considered it is evident that an 


absolute assignment of the leasehold was not 
intended. 

The grantor in the deed of trust assigned 
the term created by the lease as he did the 
reversion as security for the debt. 

The last clause points out the manner in 
which the payment of the rents falling due 
under the lease could beenforced. It there 
was a default in the payment ofthe debt, in- 
terest or taxes, the mortgagee Fales might 
require the tenants of the place to pay to him 
rents“ then due or thereafter becoming due.“ 
So long as there was no default neither the 
mortgagee nor trustees had any claim 
the rents. It was also incum- 

on the mortgagee or his 
representatives, after default, to make 
demand for the rent and not suffer it to be 
Daid to the mortgagor or his representative. 
No demand for these rents having been shown 
either on the part of the trustees or mort- 
gagees after default or prior to collection of 
the same by the defendant, he is not lable for 
the same to the plaintiff, and judgment will 
accordingly be entered for the defendant. 


Foy Versus the Ferry 


Company. 
Tue case of Elizabeth S. Foy and her hus- 


band, Peter L. Fov, versus the Wiggins Ferry 
Company was submitted to Judge Boyle this 
afternoon. The petition sets forth that on the 
&th of August, 1877, the plaintiff leased to said 
defendant, for a term of two years, the 
second and third floors of No. 207 Fourth 
street. The plaintiff further avers that the 
defendant rented the building to be used as 
c ffices of the company and agreed to pay rent 
for the two floors, at the rate of $50 per 
month. The plaintiff claimed that the com- 
pany was indebted to her in the sum 
of $1,200 and brought suitforthat amount. 
The defendants in their answer deny that 
the lease was executed by any one having au- 
thority to bind it in the premises, The an- 
swer also affirms that Peter L. Foy, the hus- 
band of the plaintiff, was the president 
and a director of the Wiggins Ferry Company 
during the year 1877. The answer further 
states that the resolution offered by said 
Peter L. Foyto rent the premises of the 
plaintiff was not legally adopted by the board 
of directors of the company—there being but 
three members present at the meeting and 
only two of those present voting for the reso- 
lution. 

Witnesses were examined during the morn- 
ing and the case was submitted to the Court 
this afiernoon. 1 


A Notary’s Fee. 

Judge Thayer rendered the following opin- 
jon in the case of Betts versus Reilley and 
others, for fees in taking depositions: 

“The bill and all the charges but one are for 
services rendered by a public officer for which 
fees are allowed by law, and the same are 
taxable as costs in the case in which the serv- 


ices are rendered. If anv controversy arises 
concerning thecharges made by the notary, it 
should properly be heard and determined on 
a motion to retax costs. '

HAVANA’S CIGAR FACTORIES. 


— — — 


Facts and Figures That will Interest all 
Americans who Smoke. 
[Havana Cor. New York Sun. J 

One of the features of Havana that strikes 
an observant visitor is the vast number of 
cabs and the cheapnes: of the fares. True, 
they are the most dilapidated vehicles in the 
world, and it is a qurstion where they can 
possibly come from. They are never new, 
never clean and always full of fleas. But the fare 
between any two points inthe cityis only 
forty cents in paper, or about seventeen 
cents in American money. The hofses are 
little Cuban ponies, shaggy fellows, with a 
mildly-dissipated air that promises anything 
but fleetness. But, once sturted, they scram- 
ble along at a prodigious rate, and, apparent- 
ly, tind a keen delight in running into other 
ponies at every corner. Just at present a new 
American gas company is laying mains in th; 
streets, and, as the workmen dig trenches 
about a foot wide to every nouse the main 
passes, and forget for a few days to till them 
up. it is quite exciting to watch a pony 
steeple-chasing along a street, the unfortuaate 
occupant of the cab bauging against the roof 
at every jump. 

A drive of about half an hour in one of these 
ficcres brings the visitor from the center of 
town to one of the principal cigar faccories. 
The private residence of the proprietor is 
alongside the factory, separated from it by a 
highsione wall. The house occupies three 
sides of a square, and the space in the middle 
ix a charming garden, gay, even now in mid- 
winter, with quantities of bright flowers and 
shrubs. Behind the house are che stables and 
other outbouses, and further away a tine kitch- 
engarden. Electric bells, telephones, and 
other modern contrivances connec the nouse 
withthe factory, but otherwise the two build- 
ings are quite distinct, not even the sligntest 
smell of tobacco being noticeable under the 
cool piazzas. 

Entering the factory, one is at once struck 
by the admiravle coolness and ventilation of 
the place. The wiud passes through and 
through it, and, although there are over 300 
men, women and boys at work, the air is as 
fresh aud cool as on a mountaintop. Oa the 
ground floor is a long warehouse, where over 
2,00 bales of tobecco are stored. Besides 
this stock, the propiietor has a warehouse in 
the city, Where there are 5,000 bales. This is 
all tobacco of the crop of 1879, and, a3 the 
present crop is almost an entire failure, the 
manufacturers are making oaly enough cigars 
to fill their orders. Thev prefer to keep as 
much on hand as possible, expecting higher 
prices very soon. The ay erage value of a bale 
of tobacco is about }75. Some of the very 
finest kinds of wrappings cost as much as 
400 a bale. Insurance is very high, the rate 
being one and a half per cent upou tae stock 
at the factory and one per cent upon that 
warehoused. At some factories the rate is 
even higher, on account of toe wooden lining 
of the }uildings. 

W hen the tobucco is taken from the bales it 
is distributed to the pickers, who take the 
bundles, sort them, stretch the leaves, remove 
the strong fibre that runs down the middle of 
the leaf and place the leaves that are to serve 
4s Mrappers upon one side. Forthis workthey 
receive ten cents gold for every tea bundles. 
Tbe fillings, or pieces of leaf that are too small 
for wrappers, are then carried up to the second 
floor, Where they are spread out and separated 
into five classes, according tothe strength of 
the flavor and the tineness of the leaf. Five 
shafts run down to the floor beneath, and each 
shaft is fed with tobaceo of a different class. 
These shafts deposit the tobacco in the room 
where the cigar-makers are at work, and each 
man, When he wants more tobacvo, takes a 
square piece of canvas about the size of a large 
pocket handkerchief to the attendant, wh» 
fills it from the proper shaft. Besides these 
five kinds of fillings there is a still finer quali- 
ty, composed of the pieces cutoff the wrap- 
pers of the best cigars, and used to fil the 
cigars that are to command the highest pric) 
in the market. Meantime the wrapp2rs are 
banded over to skillful operators, who care- 
fully sort them according io their fineuess aud 
color. This is the most important pari of the 
whole process, as the prolits of cigar-making 
depend upon the nice judgment shown by the 
men who separate the wrappers and who give 
the cigar-makers the kind suited to their fill- 
ings. Should a fine wrapper be used for an 
inferior cigar it would be clear waste, an if 
u fine cigar be wrapped in a rough leaf it 
would be thrown out by the man who sepa- 
ratcs the cicars. 

The room in which the cigars are made is u 
large, lofty apartment, with a stone floor. 
The cigarmakers sit in rows at benches, which 
are divided off by low partitions, to prevent 
the tobacco or cigars of two adjoining makers 
becoming mixed. A little board, black with 
tobacco juice, lies onthe bench. Upon this 
the cigars are rolled. The cigarmaker takes 
from his heap of fillings enough tobacco to 
make a cigar. This he fashions into shape, 
und then, taking a leaf from his heap of 
wrappers, be folds it carefully round the fill- 
ings, beginning at the small end, trimming it 
with a sharp knife, and cutting it square off 
at the other end. Then he takes a small piece 
of grease, smears it on the wrapper, and 
thus closes the smaller end of the cigar. 
Many cigarmakers give the end a twist 
in their mouths, and this is especially the case 
with the negroes engaged inthis departmeat. 

Each operator has a little mould. marked with 
the size of cigar he is making, and the 
cigar must measure exactly the proper length 
marked on the mould, and must pass through a 
hole bored init. As soon as fifty cigars are 
tinished they are tied ina bundle, anda slip 
of paper marked With the number of the ma- 
ker is stuck under the string. When the time 
for paying comes the proprietor goes over these 
bundles and pays so much per thousand for all 
the cigars made. The rate varies fram II to 
+42 per thousand, according to tae size of tie 
cigars and the excelience ofthe leaf. Tae 
best workmen are employed on the very finest 
kinds, and can make as many as seventy-five 
cigars in the day. The rough and cheap klau, 
are much more easyto make, anda good 
folder can turn out over 200 cigars in eight 
hours, 

White men, negroes, and coolies are em- 
loved in cigar-making, but white labor is 
ound to be by far the most intelligent, and 

coolie labor the least so. Indeed. the coolies 
are mostly employed in opening the’ bundles 
and separating the fillings from the wrappers, 
and very few of them are allowed to fold ei- 
gars. % cCigar-makers, at least the white 
ones, area thriftiess, lazy set. A folder will 
work until be bas enough money for his im- 
mediate wants, and then he wil! at once leave

suit, and early on Sanday goes either to the 

sensbore or to thd river, strips, bathes, and, 

on coming out, puts on his newsuit. Leav- 
ing the old one, bought the previous week, 
on the bank, he goes on aspree which lasts 
until his money is all spent, when he returns 
to work. 

Women are also employed in sorting to- 
bacco, but they are in a separate building, as 
it was found that the co-education of the 
sexes does not work as well in a Cuban cigar 
factory asin the msthetic atmosphere of a 
New England college. They are of all colors, 
ranging from a pure white through every va- 
riety of cream and ch colate up to a shining 
black that leaves Day & Martin's best efforts 
in the shade. They all smoke, generally the 
very strongest cigars. Unlike the clerk in 
the candy store, who is allowed to gorge him- 
selfatfirst,and who never cires for the 
sweet treasures again, men and women in to- 
baceo factories do not lose their taste for 
smoking. Whe manufacturers forbid smox- 
ing during work hours, for it distracts the 
attention, and the cigars are less carefully 
made. But the supply of cigars ts almost ua- 
limited, and every workman is aliowed,to 
carry awaytwoorthree. These cigars are 
made by boys who are only heginniug, and 
whose productions are not good enough for 
market. 

When the cigars are counted and the mak- 
ers paid, the former are sent up stairs and 
carefully sorted, first to remove the badly 
made ones and those with rough wrappers, 
and then to divide them, according to the color 
of the leaf, into colorados and madur vs. When 
this is done, are ready to be placed in the 
boxes, Which They are made in a separate part 
of the factory. The boxe-, whenJtilled, are 
placed under a press, and the cigar is then 
ready for sale. 

So great is tbe demand for cigars that this 
fuctory, although turning out 45,000 cigars a 
day, is te be soch enlarged, and it is expected 
that when this is done 60,000 cigars a day will 
be made. At the present moment none of 
the well-known factories have more than fifry 
or a hundred boxes of cigars on haud over aad 
above tha amount required to fill their orders, 
This is partly owing to the reluctance of cizar 
manufacturers to use up the crop of 1879 until 
a rise in prices makes a larger profit. 

It requires at least three days to make a 
cigar from the time the tobacco is taken out 
of the bale. The first day is spent in soaking 
the buncnes, the second in picking and foid- 
ing, and on the third the cigar is ready to be 
placed inthe boxes. But it is usual to allow 
a longer time to elapse, so that the cigars may 
not be too fresh wnen packed. The refuse 
tobacco, too small for fillings, is sent to the 
cigarette manufactory, whicno belongs, as a 
rule, to the same proprietor, or sold to snuff- 
makers. 

This is the ordinary process of manufacture 
in Havana. Soeach fabrica differs in some 
trifling way from the others. The wages paid 
are also slightly different, some manufactur- 
ers of very 4 cigars paying as much as 
+50 a thousand. Buf the system is the same 
throughout. In buying cigars, the first thing 
to do is to find out what factory has bought 
the best tobacco of the year, and then to pro- 
cure the cigars made altogether of that crop, 
and not mixed with the inferior tobacco of 
some other year. The lands where the best 
plants used to grow are becoming worn out, 
upd planters use guaro manure. The tobac- 
co grown in this way bas not the fine flavor or 
aroma that the produce of the same hand had 
in former years.

NEW ORLEANS SCENES. 


— 
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Crescent City Streets and the Great 
Southern Hotel. 
[G. A. Sala’s, Cor. in London Telegraph. 


The New Orleabs hack drivers are a race 
who will listen to reason. For two-horse 
barouches the fares are simply extortionate— 
$2 an hour--but there are one-horse shandry- 
dans, a kind of compromise between the 
Parisian victoria and the Cuban vo/ante, and 
I made a bargain with one of the “shay”? 
drivers to conduct us to the St. Charles Hotel 
fer the sum of 51. Four shillings and two 
pence for a tive minutes’ ride is perhaps a 
yatber onerous tariff; but I did not — «ti 
seeing that only the other day 1 paid $5, or a 
guinea, for a drive through the cow-embel- 
lished streets of Augusta the Prosperous. 
The St. Charles Hotel at New Orleans i; in 
structure and decoration one of the hand- 
somest on the American continent—indeed 
no trans-Atlantic caravanserai that 
I have yet seen can equal the 
architectural magniticence of the exterior 
of the St. Charles, with its clustered Corin- 
thian columns and great open loggia where 
you can sit ana smoke and gaze upon the 
scene Of almost incessant bustle and activity 
in St. Charles street below you. ‘The house is 
inthe American quarter of the city—-tup 
town,“ to the left of Canal street, as you fol- 
low the course of that spacious thoroughfare 
from the Levee in the direction of the Cypress 
Swamp apd Lake Pontcharirain, and it oecu- 
pies about three-quarters of the large square 
tormed by St. Charles, Carondelet, Commoa 
and Grayicr streets. Apropos of these thor— 
ougchfares, let me digress for a moment to re- 
mark that the street nomenclature of New 
Orleans isthe most miscellaneous and the 
most picturesque to be found in aay 
Amcricun city. Ilow weary you 
crow, in the practical and busimess-jixe 
North, of **West Ninety-fourth” aad **EKas; 
One Hundred and Seventh s reets’”! How 
vou long for a little variety, a little imagins- 
tion—a little eccentricity or absurdity evea-— 
in the designation of the thorouxufares! In 
New Orleans you have almoss «an embarras 
de richesses in the way of varietv and imagi- 
nativeness. Here are a score of street-names 
culled at random from a map of the Cresesnt 
City. What do vou think of Abundance, 
Annunciation, Bacchus, Bagatelle, Bolivar, 
Daupbine. Morales, Lafayette, Izardi, Dry- 
udes, Duels—sanguinarily suggestive, this— 
Napoleon, Marie, Mystery, Peace, Rampart, 
St. Ferdinand, Tehoupitoulas and Virtue 
streets’ Iconfess that 1 like them better 
than West Ninety-fourth and East One Ilun— 
dred and Seventh. deturning to 
the St. Charles, or ‘our Well-be- 
loved San Carlos,“ as it is grandiloquently 
called in the proclamations of Rex, King of 
the Carnival, I shall have occasion anon to re- 
fer to the arrangements of the establishment 
as typical of a first-class hotel in the South. 
For the moment I will merely observe that the 
St. Charles, at present admirably conducted, 
is to be sold inthe course of February uext 
by the Sheriff, under an order of foreclosure 
by the first mortgage bondholders. The prime 
cost of the building alone exceeded, I am told, 
a million of dollars. Only last year it was 
renovated and refurnished at an outlay of 
7100,00, but the property if it fetches only 
$200,000 is regarded as a very favorable invest- 
ment, seeing that the rents derived from the 
building at present, including the stores and 
offices in the basement, amount to $40,000 an- 
nually; while the taxes, insurances and 
other incidental expenses only amount 
to $9,000. The St. Charles is expected 
to pay 10 per cent per annuum 
to the purchaser or perchasers; but when the 
stranger gazes on its immense marble rotun- 
da, the towering columns of its portico and 
the vast open loggia he has no difficulty in 
realizing the raison @etre of that implacable 
body, the first mortgage bondholders. Modern 
speculation has improved on Vitrov'ys and 
Palladio and has devised Ano: her Or ier of 
Architecture. The old men Were cuutent to 
put Ionic on Tuscan or Dorie, and Corinthian 
or Comporite over theseand a cupola above 
all. The pew men put a mortgage on the cu- 
pola which crowws the edifice until fore- 
closure and collapse come. I do not think 
that these reflections a bly exelusively ta 
grand hotels in the city of New Orleans. It 
strikes me that they apply w.th equal force to 
certain palatial structures for the accommo- 
dation of travelers crected, regardless of ex- 
pense and ofthe interests of the wretched 
shareholders, in the island of Great Britain.

The visit might 

be set down us « mark of priucely re- 

gard, paid us it is to a Minister who stands 

gh in royal favor, and who has made it his 

busttiess simce he has beld office to court the 
personal favor of his sovereign; to augment, 
also, letit be added, the personal authority of 
the sovereign. But the rumor alleges anoth- 
er reason for the Prince’s visit at this mo- 
ment. It is not to be merely a mani- 
festation of esteem: and liking, as was the 
mor.ing call paid 17 the (Queen a year or 
more ago to her faithful henchman. The 
Prince is going, says bis own friends, to dis- 
cuss with Lord Beaconsfield an increase of 
bis allowance. The actual occupant of the 
throne and the heir apparent are so seldom ia 
agreement that it has heretofore beea under- 
stood that the Prince did not share the 
Queen's attachment to the Premier. Tae 
Prince was on good terms with Lord Beacons- 
field, as he is with almost everybody; but 
nothing more. Why should he go to Huzh- 
erden’? Wdy sbould not Lord Beaconstield 
go to Sandringham, or look in quietly some 
day at Marlborough House, if the two wanted 
to chat together’ Can it be true that his 
Royal Highnes« goes as a'supplicant; and that 
he waives questions of etiquette in order to 
concisiate the mighty minisver who holds the 
purse-strings of the State, or who has at his 
back an obedient majority which hoids the 
purse-strings? 

It is an old story that the Prince wants 
money. The report that an application was 
to be u ade to Parliament for an increase of 
the vearly grant has been heard two or three 
times before. The response has always come 
promptly— quite unofficially, but unmistak- 
ably. It has never been favorable. The feel- 
ing against voting any more money has been so 
strony that no Ministry has chosen to confront 
the House of Commons with such a proposal. 
The annuity fixed at the time of the Prince’s 
murriage was £40,000 a year, with 410, 000 a 
year more to the Princess. He gets in addi- 
tion about £70,000 a year from tne Duchy of 
Cornwall, and considerable sums from various 
cuoleneicies and other sinecures. But it is 
coustuntly urged that the expenses thrown on 
bim on ac@ount of the Queen's retire- 
ment from ceremonial life are 
heavy; heavier than were contem- 
plated when his income was settled, and 
heavier than be can disch-rge. To which the 
answer always is that these same expenses 
were provided fur in the Civil List of the 
Queen; that they are actually paid for every 
year by the nation, and thai if the Queen does 
not perform all the pageantry expected of her, 
and allowed for by her imcome. she should 
provide the Prince, who performs itin her 
place, with the means of paying for it. I 
never heard any sufficient reply made to this. 
And until some such reply is forthcoming I 
shall continue to di-believe in any fresh ap- 

lication to Parliament. Powerful as Lord 

eaconsfield is, he wili think twice and thrice 
before he ventures to risk a hostile vote on 
such a question. The Price’s popularity 
would be invoked in vain. Everybody ad- 
mits the hardship on him, but everybody 
says it is the Queen, and not the country. who 
should be calied on to relieve him. 

A potion prevailed at one time that the 
Prince was seriously embarrassed. It was al- 
leged also that the Queen had offered to make 
some provision for him on certain conditions, 
to which he was not disposed to assent. But 
I bave been toid by one of the Prince’s house- 
hold, who is in a position to know, that his 
money troubles have been greatly exaggerat- 


manageable size; and that he is rather strait- 
ened than distressed. This is consistent 
enough with the known fact that some of the 
London tradesmen have declined proposals 
to supply Marlborough House, _resist- 
ing the temptation to advertise 
themselves as purveyors to his Royal High- 
ness on the ground that they did not care to 
wait three years fer their money. Anybody 
may figure as Court tradesman by paying a 
fee to the Chamberlain of the household; but 
between that and the dignity of actual pur- 
veyor there is a difference. What I say about 
tradesmen refusing this privilege, I have the 
best possible authority for in at least one case. 
The Lead of a large house in the West End 
told me that he had declined the proposals 
made bim. But why?’’ Lasked. ‘*Simply 
because I could not afford it,“ he answered. 
He did not mean to be sarcastic. 
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SPRING MILLINERY. 
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New Shapes and Colors in Hats and 
Bonnets and ‘Trimmings. 
[From Harper's Bazar. | 

Further importations of spring millinery 
confirm the earliest acdvices. There will be 
very little change inthe shapes of bonnets, 
and those of medium sizes, neither very large 
nor very small, are most seen at present. 
Vcke shapes of the moderate sizes are very 
largely imported in all the various braids, 
such as ‘Tuscan, chip, iace straw, English 
split straw, satin braidsand Leghorns. The 
creamy yellow Tuscan braids and the lustrous 
sutin straws are very haudsome, and promise 
to be the leading fabries. ‘Tue lace straws are 
open briaids in beautiful lace-like designs,and 
appear to be much stronger than the frail 
straw laces formeriv used. Sometimes the 
brim only is striped with this lace, while the 
crown is of more solid braid, such as chip or 
Tuscan. A spec.al novelty is the’cashmere ef- 
fecis p iven to these new straws by introduc- 
ing colored threads ta the lace-like design; 
pale blue, heliotrope and red threads are 
very effective Wben combined with the natur- 
ul hie of thestraw. There are also mottied 
cifects of color given to chip hats to match the 
costume with which they are to be worn, and 
sometimes twoshades wf colored chip form 
a-ternate strips ail around the bonnet; these 
are excel cnt for morning wear or for traveling 
bonnets in two shades of brown, beige, laven- 
der, gray or green. Black chip bonnets have 
merely the crown of chip, whilethe scoop brim 
and thecurtain are formed of straw lace, 
which is heavily beaded with fine jet beads: 
sometimes old gold straw is arranged in 
stripes in the black chip bonnets. « 

The Marie Christine is the name given to a 
dressy affair which is neither a bonnet nor hat, 
but something between, and is to be worn by 
young ladies on dressy occasions at Newport 
or Saratoga. It has a prominent crown. with 
a wide brim rolled back from the front, and 
split in two from the edge to the crown; this 
split is to come directly on the top of the head, 
and the crown is to be placed quite far back on 
the head. The flaring brim will be faced with 
a becoming color, and the erown is to be trim- 
med down one side with a long Mercutio 
ome and down the other wit? flowers. The 

uscan braid is most used for this Spanish 
head-dress, with Spanish lace strings and the 
new Spanish yellow called Isabelle will 
appear in the trimmings, combined with 
redinthe flowersto complete the national 
colors of Spain.

A RUNAWAY RAILROAD. 


How Oil City Received a Shower of 
Railway Iron. 
(Oil City (Va.) Speclal to N. V. Sun 13, . . 

Three or four yeare ago the growth f this 
‘city had extended over all the limited space 
there was for it between the high hills that 
rise on every side. There was a pressing de- 
mand for buiiding sites. A 22 of spec- 
ulators purchased a large tract of land on the 
summit of one of the mountains northwest of 
the city and built a railroad from the bottom 
to the top of the hill on the plan of the gravity 
raiJroads in the coal regions. The road was a 
quurter of a mile long and the incline we 
forty-five degrees. It was expected that the 
road would make the buiiding sites at the 
summit so easy of access that they could be 
sold at a veiy high figure. A number of lots 
were sold and the road was patronized largely 
by pleasure porties. But two vears ago the 
scheme proved 
has sipce been idle. A large sum of money 
was sunk in it and the land. 

Last week representatives of a coal eom- 
pony in Schuylkill County purchased the road 
avd its machinery for the purpose of remov- 
ing them to that county. On Tuesday tne | 
work ofrremoval began. The rails, formeriy 
the tracks of the road, were fastened together 
at the ends when laid, forming an unbroken 
line. The method of, taking up the raile was 
to unspike them from the ties, then aftach 
horses to the end of one line of rails at the 
foot of the hill and disconnect the rails as they 
were drawn down at every two or thr:e rail 
lengths. A few lengths of rails near the bot- 
tom were removed, and then thehorses start- 
ed the whole of the remaining line, neariya 
quaiter of a mile in length, The ties were 
covered with snow and ice. The line of rails 
moved slowly at first, but suddenly they began 
to increase in speed until the whole quarter of 
a mile of rails was gliding down the steep and 
slippery hill at the rate ot forty-five miles an 
bour. The rail at the bottom, from! dis- 
use, was turned up at the end like 
a sled shoe. The line of iron shot 
across thé street at the bottom ofthe hill with 
great speed. On the lower side of the street. 
directly in the path of theflying rails, was 
Mrs. Henry Case’s barn. The rails struck 
the side of the barn about afoot from the 
ground. ‘The shock broke the connections in 
several places, and the air was full of flying 
rails, some of them being thrown three hun- 
dred feet. About two hundred feet of the 
railroad stayed together. It tore through 
Mrs. Case’s barn as though the building was 
made of paper. The speed of the rails seemed 
to have been very little affected by its passage 
through the. barn, for the whole line of iron 
came thrpugh onthe other side. When it 
emerged from the barn it made directly across 
Mrs. Chasé’s back yard,narrowly missing the 
building, but striking an onthouse which: it 
reduced to splinters. From Mrs. @ase’s it 
glided into the back yard of the 
James House. It made directly for the 
kitchen, but, before reaching it, came in 
contact with a heavy stone wall, This changed 
the course of the flying’ iron. It careened 
from the stone Wall to achimney on the James 
House, which it demolished. The iron again 
parted, one piece flying off to the right and 
ploughing into the ground, making a furrow a 
100t deep for a distance of over fifty feet. 
This closed the career of that part of the rail- 
road. The other portion jumped from the

David Lindersmith’s three-story house. It 
tore off the shingles for several feet, when ic 
came in contact with the chimney. ‘This it 
knocked over, but had met with opposition 
enough to bring it to a stop. About fifty feet 
of iron remained on Lindersmith’s roof.

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WATER WASTE. 


„Silas Bent Says Halt the Water 
mped Into the Reservoirs is Lost. 


The subject of water waste is beginning to 
excite the serious attention of a great many 
citizens, and there is being organized a move- 
ment to have the Municipal Assembly 
take some action in the matter. There 


will bea meciirg of a committee from the 
House ot De cgates to-morrow, at 3 o’cloc’:, 
for the — 2 of hearing statemea’s on the 
subjec. from anybody who may see fit to ap- 
pear. A reporter met Capt Silas Bent to-day 
and learned that he will be among those who 
will go before. the committee and urge 
the enactment of an ordinance that will check 
the present water waste. 
“How do you come to be so deeply interest- 
ed in this matter?’’ asked the reporter of the 
a ne. 
9 Ham interested both asa private individ- 
ual and as a tax-payer,’’ he _ replied. 
„ believe that one-half the wa- 
ter pumped into the reservoirs 
is wastcd, and that we are paying out $150,000 
a year for water that is simply thrown away. 
Now, U live in a high part of the city on Gar- 
rison avenue, and haifthe time I can’t get 
water in my rooms because it is being wasted 
by other people. Last summer we had to in- 
crease tbe wages of our servants because 
they had to carry water up stairs in buckets, 
we not beipg able to get any through the 
pipes: Much of the time we have to go down 

nto the cellar to get water, and the same is 
true of many people wbo live in my po ion of 
the city. A great many persons are in thé habit 
of letting the water run in their water closets 
all the time and in that way, waste much more 
than they use.“ 

‘“‘Whatis the legislation you would like to 
have enacted’’’ continued the reporter. 

„want to seethe Municipal Assembly en- 
act anordinance permitting the Water Com- 
missioners to put in water meters at 
such places as they believe there 
is waste going on. My idea is not that meters 
should be put in all over the city, but only 
where there is evidence of waste. 

„How much do these meters cost?“ 

“They now make them very cheap, costing 
not over $7 or $8 each. I have one in the 
Tyler building whieh cost $120, but that is a 
very large one.“ 

„ou think there is a general disposition 
to have some legislation on the subject?’’ 

“TI do, and I hope a number of our citizens 
will go before the House of Delegates Com- 
mittee to-morrow.”’

TRUE STORY. 


An Extraordinary, but Apparently 


Truthful, Narrative. 


McArthur on Trial To-Day—Lynch Law 


Talked of. 


The preliminary trial of Dr. McArthur for 
an indecent assault on Miss Clayton, of St. 
Louis, commenced to-day at St. Charles. The 
prosecution is conducted by Circuit Attorney 
Alexander, of the St. Charles district, and 
Judge J. M. McGinnis, of this city. The de- 
fense is represented by Thos.Cuningham., Esq. 

The case has excited a great deal of atten- 
tion, and the excitement has been so great 
that lynch law has even been talked of during 
the last two or three days. The defendant is 
universally considered a dangerous brute, and 
it is believed that there are anumber of vic- 
tims to his lust in and around St..Charles. 

This morning Miss Clayton, accompanied by 
her brother-in-law, W. S. Thompson, left on 


the 8:50 train and will testify to-day. 
At an early hour this “morn- 
ing a reporter of the PosT-DISPATCH 


called atthe house of W. S. Thompson, the 


brother-in-law of Miss Clayton, at 1310 Mis- 
sissippi avenue. The young lady is tempo- 
rarily living at this house. Miss Clayton’s 
statement of the extraordinary affair has not 
yet been given to the public, and the repor- 
ter’s object was to obtain her version. 

He was informed that she would have a 
written statement prepared to-day and filed 
before the St. arles magistrate. The 
statement would be substantially as follows: 

MISS CLAYTON’S STATEMENT. 

She said that her home was in Westchester, 
Pa., where her parents reside. Her sister, 
Mrs. Thompson, came East last summer on a 
visit to their parents. She accepted an offer

ized by an air of refinement. But the pecul- 
iarity about her was her expression, which was 
extremely sad. She looked like an abused 
woman who was suffering from the effects of 
harsh treatment, and seemed to be in a 
state of great mental anxiety. They arrived 
quickly at the residence of the McArthurs, a 
two-story brick house, rather ancient and un- 
inviting in outward appearance. She was first 
ushered into the front room,which is fitted up 
for a physician’s office. Here she was intro- 
duced to Dr. McArthur and she was shocked 
to perceive that he had a mixture of negro 
blood in him. His complexion was olive tint- 
ed, his lips and nose slightly African in 
shape and his head was covered with a suit of 
coal-black kinky hair, closely cropped. He 
was about six feet tall and of strikingly hand- 
some form. He greeted Miss Clayton with 
marked cordiality, and at once remarked: 

„Why, you have a cold.“ 

Miss Clayton replied that she did have a 
cold, but that it was only a slight affliction, 
and that she would be over it in a day or 
two. The Doctor at once offered 
to give her some medicine for it, and was about 
to proceed to make a mixture from some bot- 
tles, when the pene lady protested that the 
cold was only slight and did not bother her at 
all,and that she greatly disliked medicine. 
Miss Clayton says she had an instinctive feel- 
ing that. something was wrong. and that she 
declined to take the medicine on that account. 
She is now satisfied that it was the Doctor’s 
design to drug her for his villainous purposes. 

THE FIRST ASSAULT. 

From the Doctor’s office she was conducted 
to Mrs. McArthur’s room. Within a short 
time Dr. McArthur entered and immediately 
began to speak to her in a way she considered 
highly improper. He caught hola of her hands 
and, although she indignantly repelled him, 
he persisted and finally put his arms 
around her. She endeavored to escape from 
the room, but, to her horror, found the door 
bolted. The Doctor continued his indecent 
assault upon her, and in several struggles that 
ensued Miss Ulayton’s dress and other cloth- 
ing were badly torn. Miss Clayton is ex- 


ceedingly slight in figure, but is 
wiry and strongly muscled, and 
was able to resist her assailer. Finding 


himself baffled, the Doctor became enraged 
and, opening the door, ordered her to leave. 
Although it was now quite dark, she availed 
herself of the liberty and quickly got out of 
the house. She was overtaken at the gate by 
Mrs. McArthur, who told her it would be 
dangerous for her to go away alone and 
begged her to return, telling her she 
would put her in a room and 
not let the Doctor know where she was. 
Miss Clayton, being greatly terrifiedand be- 
ing impressed with the friendly nature of Mrs. 
McArthur, consented and was taken to a 
room. About9o’clock she heard a knock on 
the door, and asking who was there, was an- 
swered by the Doctor, who asked her to ad- 
mit him. She refused, and he went away. 
SAVED BY MRS. M’ ARTHUR. 

In a few minutes Mrs. McArthur 
came to the door and asked 
to be admitted. Upon opening the door Miss 
Clayton was greatly surprised to find the Doc- 
tor with her. He pushed his way in and im- 
mediately bolted the door. He then told Miss 
Clayton that it would be useless to resist him; 


thatshe was already ruined; that people 
would never believe her innocent 
after spending the night there, and 


that she might as well yield. Finding that 
such an argument had no effect on her, he 
again assaulted her. 
ensued, in which Miss Ciavton’s clothing was 
almost torn from her, and her face scratched 


and bruised. Finall Mrs. McArthur 
interfered and appealed to the brute 
to desist. e turned upon his 


wife and abused her terribly, but her inter- 
ference had the effect of saving Miss Clayton, 
the Doctor thereafterfletting her alone. She 
was compelled, however,to occupythe same 
bed withthe McArtburs,and witnessed scenes 
that are improper to be putin print. She did 
not sleep a wink and next morning about 
eight o’clock she was left in the room alone, 
the door being locked on the outside. About 
10 o’clock she found a key in a bureau 
drawer, which, on being tried, fitted the 
lock, thus furnishing a means of esvape. She 
at once proceeded tothe depot and took the 
first train for St. Louis. 


At ftirst she did not intend to 
say anything about it, fearing 
publicity; but her brother-in-law, 


seeing her tattered§ condition, questioned her 
so closely that she felt obliged to tell all that 
had bappened.

A well known citizen of St. Charles, who 
came down to the city at noon to-day, stated 
to a PosT-DISPATCH reporter that the feeling 
against McArthur and his wife was very bit- 
ter. The statement made by Susie Clay and 
other girls who hed been into the McArthur 
residence had convinced the people that a 
number of outrages nad been committed there 
and thatthey were being kept quite because the 
victims did not wish to be exposed.

Arthur. The bond was $5,000, but no one 
would have signed even if it had been as low 
as $100.
